Two Robbers Saw Bars 
of Window and Slide to 
Ground on Rope Made 
of Bedclothes. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 9.— 
(P)—Two long-term convicts, quar- 
tered in county jail as witnesses at 
the trial of two former prison guards, 
in the sweatbox death of Arthur Mail- 
lefert, New Jersey youth, escaped 
today. Cleo Drew and James Wofford 
pulled out a plumbing fixture in their 
cell and crawled through the hole to 
get to a window, where they sawed a 
bar and slipped to the ground on a 
rope made of bedclothes. Both men 
were robbers. 

Drew already had testified for the 
state against George Courson and 
Solomon Higginbotham, former offi- 
cers at Sunbeam prison camp where 
Arthur Maillefert, of New Jersey, was 
found strangled to death in a sweat- 
box. his feet in heavy stocks and a 
chain about his neck. 


Tortures Described. 

Drew painted a. livid picture of 
torture and brutality, describing how 
Maillefert was placed in a _ heavy 
wooden barrel, from which he escaped, 
for an infraction of camp rules; 
how he was placed in the sweatbox, 
chained up and stocked, and how he 
died within an hour from strangula- 


tion. 

Wofford had not testified at the 
trial. He was serving 33 years for 
armed robbery in Dade county, having 
started his ‘*rm in September, 1930. 
Authorities said he formerly lived ot 
Leuisville, Ky. 

Drew was doing 15 years for break- 
ing and entering in Seminole county. 

had only started his sentence in 
February. On the witness stand he 
told a jury trying Courson and Hig- 
ginbotham he had been convicted 
twice before his latest term, 
Men at Liberty. ; 

Tonight no trace of the convicts 
had been found. Night Jailer Sam 
Cahoon’ said two other men in the 
same cell, who were awaiting trial, 
were preparing to escape when he 
discovered the delivery. 

Only Friday, James Travis, another 
convict testifying at the murder trial, 
in answer to a question about whether 
he would escape if he had a chance, 
replied: 

“Why, no,’ we are men of honor. 
We have had plenty of chances to 
leave since we have been here.” 

Asked if he didn’t hate the people 
of the south (he is a Pennsylvanian) 
Travis replied: 

“No. Not exactly... In fact since 
I have been here in Duval county I 
just found out that southern people 
are as fine as people anywhere else 
in the world.” 

“Rut you have tried to escape?” 
he was asked. He remained silent. 

Convict Witnesses. 

Drescriptions of alleged brutality 

were painted during the past week 
by a steady stream of chain gang con- 
victs testifying at the trial. 
_. Grim-faced and sun-tanned, wear- 
ing the stripes of their servitude, the 
state called one after another of the 
men who had known Maillefert—‘“Jer- 
sey,” they called him—during his in- 
carceration at Sunbeam.

LEGION DEMANDS 
AID FOR DISABLED, 


Adequate Defense Also 
Is Sought, Johnson Tells 
Colorful Meeting of 
Georgia Officials. 


The American Legion demands re- 
stricted immigration, adequate na- 
tional defenses, and compensation and 
care for members who incurred dis- 
ability in the American Expedition- 
ary Forces, it was emphasized in the 
first official address of National Com- 


mander Louis A. Johnson, of Clarks- 
burg, W. Va.. before the Georgia de- 
partment here Sunday. 

The meeting, one of the most 
largely attended in Georgia Legion 
history, was that of adjutants and 
post commanders. It was held mainly 
on the roof of the Ansley hotel, al- 
though the overflow audience held 
smaller .neetings in the Civic and 
Pine rooms. It was featured by pro- 
grams of bugle and drum corps. 

As to the influx of potential new 
citizens, the Legion’s attitude, as 
enunciated by the newly-elected com- 
mander, was framed in the following 
words: ° 

“The United States of America 
does not want those candidates for 
the poorhouse, the hospital and the 
jail to enter America. The American 
Legion next year is going to pay par- 
ticular attention to what class of 
people comes to these shores, The 
country as a whole doesn’t want 
paupers, criminals or diseased per- 
sons. But, on the othe: hand, the 
Legion extends a hearty welcome to 
those who come from foreign lands 
with the heart-felt desire to make 
good American citizens. On this 
question of immigration we will 
stand upon such principles.” 

Speaking of veterans who have 
been disabled, Commander Johnson 
brought cheers when he declared: 

“Whatever may happen to this 
country, whatever may befall our 
great American people, it is the duty 
of the Legion that the people of this 
country must never be permitted to 
forget that great obligation it owes 
to those disabled men in the World 
War; to the widows of those men, 
and to their childfen, To those who 
left wives and orphans the debt is 
greater. It is one of the noblest of 
all human obligations. And to that 
cause the American Legion is pledged ; 
to the theory, to the policy that all 
the Legion can do for those men, 
women and children for whom the 
war has not ended, and for whom 
the war never shall end, is _ not 
enough. To you men of the Georgia 
department, one of the greatest groups 
of soldiers in the World War, and to 
me and you fellows from Alabama 
and Tennessee the war ended with 
the armistice; but for those who 
were greatest hurt the war will never

Citation of the railroads to show | 
cause why intrastate passenger fares | 
should not be cut almost in half will | 
be proposed today by James A. Perry, | 
chairman of the Georgia public serv- | 
ice commission, at a meeting of the | 
commission in the state capitol, Perry | 
said Sunday. 

General investigation of all public | 
utility rates in Georgia faces the com- | 
mission, with the Perry resolution, as | 
the body has already inaugurated a | 
movement for inquiry into electric and 
gas service charges and_ telephone 
rates. Hearings on the electric, gas 
and telephone cases will start on No- 
vember 21, 

Perry’s proposal on railroad fares 
calls for a reduction in rates from 
3.6 cents a mile to 2 cents a mile, 
with a 3-cent rate on round trips. 
Milleage books would be issued in 
blocks of 1,000 miles at one and a 
half cents a mile, under Perry’s plan. 

Perry contends that the proposed 
new rates would attract a great deal 


of travel by railroad, put idle equip- 
ment back into use and providé em- 
ployment for thousands of persons. 
Perry recently moved for abolition of 
the Pullman surcharge which has been 
in effect since the World War, and 
investigation has been started on mo- 
tor bus passenger and freight charges. 

The commission will go to Savannah 
Wednesday to hear complaint of the 
Savannah Traffic Bureau against the 
Railway Express Agency and South- 
eastern Express Company on rates 
charged on seafood.

When the disciples of Christ were 
gathered one day in the city of Jeru- 
salem there came to their ears, we are 
told, a sound from heaven as of a 
rushing, mighty wind which filled the 
house where they were sitting.

DISPLACEMENT AND OVER. 
WEIGHT, 


At the time of the World War when 
many young men were drafted from 
sedentary jobs in offices and stores to 
the strenuous physical training in 
cantonments it was found that many 
of these rather flabby, soft-bodied 
young men gained 10 or 15 pounds 
of weight in a few months and at 
the same time actually reduced, that 
is, became more slender. 

A body may, then, increase in 
weight while reducing in size. It 
may be heavier, yet take up less room. 
It may show increased relative density 
or specific gravity along with de- 
creased displacement, or vice versa. 

Measurement of body weight or 
longitude is therefore not a fair index 
or guide for gaining or reducing. 
Especially in the case of the young 
person who is not more than 10 per 
cent overweight or underweight for 
one of his or her age and height. It 
is necessary to take into consideration 
the individual's specific gravity or 
relative density. 

Obviously it would be futile if not 
fatal for a person who has grown 
slender from regular exercise to begin 
monkeying with reduction diet because 
the scales show an increase of weight. 

Ordinarily a reasonable amount of 
daily exercise is essential in any re- 
duction regimen. Whether any par- 
ticular restriction of diet is adhered 
to or not, regular daily exercise makes 
the y more slender, reduces girth 
or displacement, even if it has no 
effect on body weight or actually in- 
creases the weight. It may encourage 
many stout readers to know this. 

The reduction craze that swept over 
the country several years ago has sub- 
sided like the flu. At present some- 
times days pass with scarcely any re- 
quests for reduction advice. The most 
piteous demands now are for girth 
control. Here are some suggestions 
restraining equatorial expansion :

So forcefully did the new comman- 
der speak that for a moment after 
these words there was a dead hush;

Outlines Defense Program. 


The program of national defense, 
as clearly outlined by Commander 
Johnson, was taken from the Bible. 
according to the speaker. He quoted 
from the eleventh chapter of Luke, 
twenty-first verse, as follows: 


“A strong man, well-armed, keep- 
eth his palace in peace.” 

Just before that brief parable, the 
national commander had referred to 
the original disarmament conference 
in Washington in 1921. He spoke 
of the ratio of armament as decided 
upon at that conference—5-5-3, _ re- 
spectively. for the United States, 
Great Britain, and Japan—and then 
said that by 1927. “America woke 
up to the fact that Great Britain had 
built 53 new battleships, Japan had 
built 27, and the United States of 
American had built 18.” 

“The 5-5-3 ratio had changed so 
radically,” Commander Johnson add- 
ed, “that it found America far in- 
ferior on the sea to any otfer ma- 
jor country.” 

Child Welfare on Program. 

The next main point in the Amer- 
ican Legion's program, the national 
commander said, was child welfare. 
Commander Johnson said that at the 
forthcoming conference on child wel- 
fare, to be held in Washington, “the 
American Legion will have its repre- 
sentatives among the presiding offi- 
cers,” 

The new commander also referred 
to the dissension in the ranks of the 
Legion. again quoting from the Scrip- 
ture—John 10:13—as follows:

Russell Is Speaker. 

Governor Richard B. Russell Jr. 
spoke during the morning and made 
one of the most dramatic speeches 
ever heard in ex-service men’s circles, 
according to officers of the Georgia 
department.

“Whatever may happen to the 
United States, to us who are fortu- 
nate even in unfortunate times there 
will always be an obligation out- 
standing—that is the obligation to 
see that the man whose life was 
marred, almost wiped out by the 
World War. is made as near normal 
as is possible.

In Commander Candler’s address 
he reviewed briefly the program of

make any real attempt to carry out 
the desires of this Legion.” 

Commander Candler presided at the 
session and urged department and 
post officials to strive for greater 
membership and for the achievement 
of the Legion program for benefit of 
the c..nmunities and the nation and 
for disabled veterans.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—)—A 
good many of the cases laboriously 
prepared for presentation to the su- 
preme court probably will be sent back 
where they came from tomorréw by a 
brief printed announcement that the 
court has refused to review them. 

Approximately 370 suits accumu- 
lated on the docket during the sum- 
mer recess, Since court prelimina- 
ries were over last Monday, indica- 
tions are that a docket overhauling 
is in order.

TALMADGE PRINCIPLES: 
"ARE LAUDED BY RIVERS 


LAKELAND, Ga., Oct. 9.—{(4)— 


E. D. Rivers, candidate for speaker 
of the house of representatives, today 
issued a statement in which he in- 


dorsed the program of the incoming 
Talmadge administration as embodi 

in the platform adopted by the demo- 
cratic convention at Macon last week. 

Mr. Rivers said he had advocated 
“substantially these same principles” 
during his two campaigns for the 
gubernatorial nomination. 

At the same time supporters of the 
Rivers candidacy said 117 members 
of the coming general assembly had 
promised definitely to vote for the 
Lakeland representative for the speak- 
ership. A majority, or 103 members, 
for election. 


| The Rivers statement follows: 


“Since the national . government, 
through stop-gap remedies of relief, 
has failed to aid materially the people 
in their struggle, the masses are 
turning to their leaders in their re- 
spective states for aid in solving the 
problems of industry and agriculture. 

“The Macon convention last week, 
dominated by the forces of the nomi- 
nee for governor, the Honorable Eu- 
gene Talmadge, adopted a platform 
for the state government which is 
straightforward in every detail and 
so simply worded as to leave no pos- 
sibilities for evasion and_ political 
chicanery. If the people will take 
this platform for their political creed 
and co-operate with the incoming ad- 
ministration in its efforts, it will be 
the most notable accomplishment since 
the reconstruction period following 
the Civil War. 

“In the two campaigns for gover- 


triumphed in 
Talmadge and in the platform adopted 
by the representatives of the people 
of this state in their convention. 
“It now rests with the people of 
Georgia to see that the final step 
of enactment by the general assembly 
of this program is taken when that 
body convenes next January as now 
seems certain. With this session of 
the assembly only 90 days away, it is

S SEEN FOR GEORGIA 


State and Federal Agencies 
To Co-operate in Attack- 
ing Problem. 


BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—The land 
use planning committee, which just 
closed a four-day session at the de- 
partment of agriculture, is contem- 
plating an attack on the land use 

roblems of the state of Georgia, it 

came known here today. 

The proposed attack is to be made 
by state and federal agencies co-op- 
erating. it was indicated by action of 
the planning committee. 

Béset by tax delinquency in rural 
areas by the need for readjustments 
in local governments and by the need 
for new forest and farm land policies, 
interested agencies in Georgia have 
asked the planning committee to as- 
sociate with them in an effort to out- 
line a ‘sound land use program. In 
approving such operation, the national 
committee explained that all federal 
and state agencies in any way in- 
volved in the problems will be utilized 
to gather the necessary facts, analyze 
them, and suggest what changes ought 
to be made. 

Minnesota is another state which 
has asked the committee for help and 
co-operation in solving a problem 
similar to the one in Georgia. 

Physical classification of t farm 
lands of the United States, according 
to relative productivity and adapta- 
bility for certain crops, is now a step 
nearer reality, the national committee 
announced in accepting a report of a 
technical committee headed by Dr. C. 
F. Marbut, in charge of the soil sur- 
vey of the bureau of chemistry and 
soils. 

Carried on jointly by state and fed- 
eral scientists, this land classification 
is done in such detail that the rating 
is carried down to 40-acre tracts. 


WAH JONES, PEN GUARD, 
DROPS DEAD AT WORK 


W. H. Jones, 30, guard at the 
United States prison here, died sud- 
denly early Sunday morning while 
making his rounds in the corridors of 
the prison.

SOLONS IN ALABAMA 
TD GET PAY CHECKS 


New Measure To Allow 
State To Issue Legisla- 
tive Warrants. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Oct. 9.—(?) 
The smoke clouds hanging over the 
legislative pay roll were clearing up 
today and high state officials an- 
nounce that the full pay roll probably 
would be met Tuesday or Wednesday. 

Members of the legislature have re- 
ceived no pay for their services since 
September 30 due to the enactment 
of the Fletcher act prohibiting the 
issuance of state warrants upon an 
empty treasury, But during the week 
numerous bills were rushed through 
to passage to exempt legislative war- 
rants from this inhibition. 

The first provided that the Fletcher 
act should not apply to_ legislative 
warrants, and the second appropri- 
ated $150,000 to defray the expenses 
of the legislature from September 30 
until the adjournment of the special 
session. Both became law upon their 
signature by Governor Miller. 

third act passed both houses 
authorizing the state treasury to 
honor warrants drawn by the comp- 
troller in lieu of the auditor, but it 
cannot become a law until it reaches 
Governor Miller’s desk Tuesday. This 
trio of acts was passed to allow the 
legislature to resume its “arrange- 
ment” with the First National Bank 
of Montgomery to cash its warrants 
—for the state treasury remains 
empty.

Wyman has been closely associated 
with Mr .Milton C. Work, and has 
contributed many ideas to the theory 
of Contract bidding. His skill asa 
player has been universally  recog- 
nized.

The final contract was three dia- 


monds, and Mr. Wyman was charged 
with the responsibility of the lead. 
After careful study, he selected what 
was unquestionably one of the most 
brilliant ning leads made in Bridge 
history. ealizing that it was neces- 
sary to secure 5 tricks to defeat the 
contract, he decided that the only way 
in which 5 tricks could be secured 
would be to be able to ruff the third 
round of spades. How to do this 
was the question. North solved it by 
leading the Ace of spades, thereby cre- 
ating in the mind of his partner and 
of the Declarer the impression that 
he held a singleton in that suit. 

He followed this up with leading 
his top heart, which was won . by 
South, who now returned a spade for 
North to ruff. Completely misled by 
the brilliant Opening lead. West fi- 
nessed the spade suit and Mr. Wyman 
won with the Queen. A second rourd 
of hearts placed South again in the 
lead, and South now led his last 
spade, which was triumphantly ruffed 
by North and the defeat of the con- 
tract assured.

Mr. Boozer Pitts, tfe distinguished professor of mathe- 
matics at the Alabama Polytechnic Institute (Auburn to you) 
was puffing words and a stogie in a Pullman drawing room late 
Saturday night coming out of New Orleans. 

“Il can tell any coach how to beat Tulane,” he said. ‘‘It 
is a sure-fire solution.”’ 

“My, goodness, Mister Boozer Pitts,’ said his lis- 
teners, “how would you beat Tulane ?”’ 

“It is all very simple,” he said. ‘I would kidnap Don 
Zimmerman and hide him out until the game was over. And 
when it was over Tulane would be licked.” 

And there isn’t any doubt but what the distin- 
guished professor is correct. Don Zimmerman is a 
much better back than he was last season. He is 15 
pounds heavier, for one thing. And he runs with more 
power. He has learned to cut all sorts of steps without 
losing speed. He sweeps past, through and around de- 
fensive men with a speed that is almost unbelievable. 
There are a great many fine backs in the south but not one 
as good as the flying Dutchman at New Orleans. With him 
out of the game Tulane still has a good team. With Zimmer- 
man in Tulane has a great team. 

He passes with the accuracy of a good rifle shot 
shooting at a mark. 

He kicks well and intelligenfly, getting them out of bounds 
or low and rolling, or high for his ends to get down under— 
meeting any demand. 7 

He is a splendid defensive man. And what he can 

do on the offense is beautiful to see. He is just about 

the Tulane team with Nollie Felts out. 

Tulane misses Felts. Joe Loftin, the substitute, is just: a 
fair backfield man. And if Francis Payne, the fullback and left 
half, is out with an injured shoulder as reported, Tulane will 
miss him a great deal. 

The Tulane team is built, with Felts out, around Winnie 
Lodrigues, a great lineman and a magnificent defensive man; 
Francis Payne and Zimmerman. Payne is, I would say, the 
third most valuable man on the team. If he is gone Zimmer- 
man will, I suppose, have to throw the pass and then run and 
get it. And-perhaps he can do just that. 


VANDERBILT’S CHANCE. 

Vanderbilt has an excellent chance to upset Tulane this 
week at New Orleans. But they must devise some method of 
stopping Zimmerman. If the Dixie Flyer is unstopped then 
Tulane will win. He is the Tulane team. 

Tulane is not as good as last season. With Felts 

in Tulane might be. With him out she is not. The 

end play is not as good. The tackle play did not seem 

as strong. And in the Georgia game Saturday Scafide, 

the All-Southern guard of last fall, was not in evidence 

a great deal. 

Tulane’s reserves are not as efficient as they were in the 
1931 season. The reserves were actually routed by Georgia’s 
reserves. For a time there Saturday the Tulane outfit was in 
an old-fashioned panic. And when Georgia, coming from be- 
hind to make a 34-to-6 score read 34 to 25, got her 25th point, 
the Tulane bench was one amusing sight. Coaches and subs 
were yanking sweaters off the regulars and shooting them in 
there as fast as one could be made ready.

GEORGIA PLAYS WELL. 

While the Tuiane starting team swamped the Georgians 
Saturday at New Orleans, the gallant fight made by the substi- 
tutes which put the Tulane reserves to rout, made the day 
somewhat of a success. 

Georgia would have been in a poor position for the 
future had the team won. The team could not have 
backed up the victory in future games. Georgia is just 
developing. The team showed a decided improvement 
in their play. 

Georgia still looks like a good November team. The pass 
defense, which let Tulane through to the first touchdown Sat- 
urday, improved later. And Georgia’s passing game showed a 
marked improvement. 


WHAT A DAY WAS SATURDAY! 

Saturday was quite a day. Coming back with Georgia we 
began to hear the repercussions of the Tech-Kentucky game 
down about Opelika. 

Tech evidently played the best football that has been play- 
ed by a Tech team and lost 12 to 6. It was unfortunate that 
an old-fashioned row over a decision should have developed. 
Far be it from me to rush into an argument about something 
I did not see... But it does appear that the officials muffed one. 

Officials are admittedly in a tough spot. They have 

to call things when they happen. But football officials 

should not go along on the théory that once a decision 

is made it cannot be changed. It is a sort of code with 

them to stick by what one has said. That sort of a 

stubborn code does not work to any advantage.

“The society has proved of great 
assistance to judges,” Judge Moore 
declared. “It has reduced the num- 
ber of cases on the calendar, thus 
speeding justice, by nearly 3,000 cases 
per year. 

“But the work of the society is 
most significant, not for the legal ad- 
vice it gives nor of the cases it han- 
dies for charity clients. Its signifi- 
cance is due to the litigations it pre- 
vents, the cases settled without legal 
procedure. 

“Its greatest contributions to hu- 
manity, and to charity, are the homes 
and families it saves and the number 
of people who would be thrown on 
the other agencies of charity but for 
its efforts in preventing abandonment 
of families by fathers, and enforce- 
ment of alimony decrees already hand- 
ed down by the courts. 

“I have numerous cases before me 
which I am sure would result in in- 
justices to accused persons unable to 
employ counsel but for the voluntary 
work of the Legal Aid Society. Wom- 
en with families whose lawyers have 
done many times the work called for 
by the payment of the small fees, ap- 
peal for aid in collecting alimony. 

“The society has earned the confi- 
dence of the best people in the legal 
profession. It has earned their ap- 
proval and their financial backing, 
which, of course, igs support of the 
Community Chest.” 


Bullet Wound Fatal 
To Edwin M. Fuller 


MIAMI, Fla., Oct. 9.—(#)—Edwin 
M. Fuller, 50, senior member of the 
New York Brokerage firm of E. M. 
Fuller & Co., which failed spectacu- 
larly in 1921, died at 2:20 p. m. to- 
day in a hospital here of a bullet 
wound in his head which investiga- 
tors believe was self-inflicted.

The low-priced rail group suffered 
the heaviest casualties, due principal- 
ly to uncertainty regarding the Nick- 
el Plate receiy ership application which 
was finally denied by the federal 
court in Chicago late Friday. At 
the same time the financial positions 
of several other carriers were being 
watched closely. 

Economic News Mixed, 

Economic news’ generally was 
mixed. Electric power output im- 
proved and freight car loadings more 
than fulfilled the hopes of the op- 
timists. The unfilled steel tonnage 
report, due Monday, was being an- 
ticipated with considerable optimism. 
But statisticians were pointing out 
that the seasonal upturn in trade and 
industry was near the peak and some 
let-down might be expected. The 
American dollar also lost ground in 
the foreign exchange market with the 


inference that European traders were f 


taking profits on securities here. 

The utilities and industrials were 
not quite so depressed as the rails, 
but a number of them were heavy 
losers. American Telephones were 
steady, but International Telephones 
slumped.

Government Issues Quiet. 

The United States government list 
was quiet for the most part, although 
Liberty 3 1-2s advanced fractionally 
to new 1932 highs.

HIGH ESTIMATE 


LOWERS COTTON 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 9.—(4)— 
The cotton market has not been over- 
active the past week except on Sat- 
urday which was bureau day. The 
course of prices was influenced all 
week more or less by the impending 
government estimate and . although 
traders hoped for a reduction from 
the previous estimate the downward 
trend of prices indicated that not 
much faith was pinned to that hope. 

The estimate issued on the closing 
day of the week indicating a yield 
of 11,425,000 bales was 115,000 bales 
larger than the September estimate 


and was a keen disappointment to 
the trade. This estimate was much 
larger than the averages of private 
estimates and the general expectations 
of the trade. 

As prices had declined 33 to 35 
points on Saturday during the hour 
of trading preceding the report the 
decline which followed the release of 
the estimate was only 21 points, but 
including the early decline December 
showed a loss of 56 points. 

$2.50-Bale Decline. 

The market rallied but little from 
the low points reached after the bu- 
reau issuance and the net loss on Sat- 
urday was 46 points on December. 
The net loss for the week was ex- 
actly 50 points or $2.50 a bale. 

The declines earlier in the week 
had been influenced largely by weak- 
ness in stocks and wheat, but the 
market showed good recuperative pow- 
er from such declines. The expec- 
tant bureau report, however, discour- 
aged speculative buying and there was 
more or less pressure from hedge sell- 
ing to be looked for at this period of 
the season. 

The market received some support 
from rather unfavorable weather in 
the belt including*the earliest Octo- 
ber killing frost on record. @n the 
other hand there was less encourage- 
ment from the demand for spot cot- 
ton which fell off somewhat during 
the weck, probably due to a desire to 
await the showing of the report and 
its effects on the price level. Ex- 
ports were fairly large.

Waves Today | 
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RAILROAD, POWER 
INDUSTRIES GHEER 


Carloadings, 622,075 in 
Week, Best in Some 
Time; Power Gains. 


BY FRANK H. McCONNELL, 
Associated Press Financial Writer. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—Although 
industrial barometers were somewhat 


mixed during the past week in their 
reflection of business trends, execu- 
tives again found cheer in the con- 
tinued favorable figures, from the 
railroad and power industries. 


Carloadings for the week ended 
October 1 stood at 622,075 against 
595,746 the week before, a gain of 
26,239 cars, the best in some time. 
Considerable irregularity in this week- 
ly barometer is now to be expected, 
with the seasonal movement about at 
its peak. However, a study of par- 
allel figures for the —¥ three years 
shows that in 1932 the autumn pick- 
up in freight movement has _ been 
much better than in either 1931 or 
1930. 

This year, the peak autumn figure 
to date has already exceeded the 
springtime peak by about 50,000 cars. 
In 1931, the autumn increase car- 
ried a scant 10,000 cars over the 
spring top and in 1930 the gain was 
barely 40,000 cars. Contrasted with 
these two years of flat autumn per- 
formance, the present season stands 
out in bright relief—the best since 
1929 when the autumn movement 
topped the spring bigh by more than 
100,000 cars. 

Power Production Gains. 

The electric power production in- 
dex registered a total of 1,499,459,000 
kilowatt hours for the week ended 
October 1 against 1,490,863,000 the 
week before. Output was only 8.9 
per cent below the corresponding 1931 
week, the closest approach to last 
year since the week ended September 
10 


The tenor of news from the steel 
industry was somewhat mixed. Last 
week’s production advanced to 18 per 
eent of capacity against 17 1-2 the 
week before. Finished steel prices 
gained a shade. But scrap iron 
prices, accepted as another indicator 
of trade prospects, eased slightly. 
Conjecture turned to the forthcoming 
unfilled tonnage statement of the 
United States. Steel Corporation. 

Iron Age forecast a gain of pos- 
sibly as much as 100,000 tons, but fol- 
lowing publication of that estimate 
there appeared to have been some 
scaling down of estimates by leading 
executives in the steel industry. A 
forecast of 30,000 to 50,000 was ad- 
vanced late in the week. 

Building Contracts Increase. 

Structural activity continued at 
low ebb. The final September fig- 
ures for building contracts, reported 
by the F. W. Dodge Corporation, 
showed a daily average value of 
$5,101,068 against $4,962,522 in Au- 
gust, a gain of 2.8 per cent. The 
average September increase, as cal- 
culated by the Annalist, is 3.2 per 
cent, 

Automobile production also waned. 
Cram’s estimate for the week ended 
October 1 being 14.110 units against 
20,600-the week before. Wall Street 
reports indicated that in the past 
week inquiries for higher priced cars 
had subsided somewhat, buying again 
being diverted into the lower priced 
field. .

MARKED IMPROVEMENT 
NN STEEL INDUSTRY 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 9.—(#)—Im.- 
provement in the steel industry ex- 
ceeded all expectations in September 
and there are indications October also 
will record substantial gains, said 
Steel today. 

The daily ingot rate in September 
was 37,502 tons, as determined by 
the American Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute, the magazine said in its weekly 
survey. This indicated an operating 
rate of 17.3 per ceut, an increase 
of 3 points or 21.5 per cent over 
Augtst and the highest since May. 

“Production of pig iron, as of steel, 
last month registered its first gain 
since February, the daily iron rate 
of 19,788 tons being the highest since 
June and implying a blast furnace 
rate of 14 per cent, a rise of 2 points 
or 16 per cent,” the magazine con- 
tinued. “An increase of 5 in active 


stocks as of September 30, when 46 
were in blast, was the first expan- 
sion of capacity since February. 
Substantial Improvement, 
“With October one-third gone, there 
is every indication that this montb 
also will record substantial better- 
ment. Steel-making operations in the 
week ended October 8 gained another 
point, to 19 per cent, largely on the
